| DRAG SUFFRAGISTS 


FROM OWN CHAINS 


‘Two London Women Fasten 
Themselves to Gallery in 
House of Commons and 
Shout for Cause. 


HAVE TO BE PRIED LOOSE. 


Attendants Forced to Tear Off 
Parts of Iron Grille to Which 
the Enthusiasts Were 
Padlocked. 


{BY CABLE TC THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—The monotonous pro- | 


ceedings in the house of commona, which is 
considering the licensing bill, were startlingly 
interrupted by a suffragette demonstration 
in the woman's gallery today. Two militant 
suffragists shrily demanded that the women 
of England be allowed to vote, and thrust 
through the grille placards on which the pre- 
cise demands of the suffragettes were em- 
blezoned. 

Mr. Remnant, who was speaking on the 
Hcensing bill, attempted to go on with his 
oratory, but the cries from the gallery con- 
tinued. The miembere were further con- 
founded by a man throwing down a bundle 
of papers, at the same fime crying: 

“TIT am a man and I protest egainst the 
injustice to women.” 


‘ Chain Selves to Grille. 

The ejection of the disturber was followed 
by sounds of a desperate struggle in the 
gallery, and it was discovered that two suf- 
fragettes had chained emselves to the 
grille. They continued to cry: ‘We de 
mand votes for women'!'’ while the members 
watched the proceedings with great interest. 

Eventually the attendants, who were un- 


able to release the women. from their selt-. 


fastened chains, were obliged to remove a 
portion of the grille before they could eject 
the suffragettes, who were the Misses Mat- 
‘ters and Helen Fox. 

A witness to the proceedings says the 
first intimation the members received of any- 
thing abnormel in the woman's gallery was 
the exclamation “ There!” 
note of triumph women put in that word 
when they have achieved their desire.

The attendants 
could not dislodge them and above the noise 
of the tussle came Uttle squeals from other 
women, the latter’s sympathies leading them 
to exclaim: ‘*O, don’t hurt her,” and sind#- 
lar appeals. 

Meanwhile Miss Fox, at one end of the 
gallery, and Miss Matters at the other, ae 
they got their breath, let off little speeches. 

“ We have Mstened behind this grille too 
long,” squeaked one. 

“ Yes,” echoed the other, “ we have listened 
too long to the illogical utterances of men 
who know nothing about it.” 

“We demand from this so-called liberal, 
but really illiberal, government,” shrilled 
Mise Matters from one side—— 

** Votes for women,” pot in Miss Fox from 
the other. 

“For forty years we have sat behind this 
grille,’’ scream Mise Matters. 

“ Demanding the rights of women,” added 
Miss Fox. 

While some of the attendante tugged at the 
prisoners, others got the orderly women out 
of the gallery, and with more elbow room 
the officials started in to end the conflict. 
Mise Matters, seeing the game was up, took 
refuge in taunts 

“ You dare not touch me, you bullies,’”’ she 
screamed. “I'll have you up for agsault.” 

* Votes for women,” chirped Miss Fox. 


Chains Padded to Preverit Noise. 


The removal of the suffragettes presented 
a comical scene to those in the corridors. 
Both of the offenders were laughing hearti- 
ly when they were escorted out by the po- 
licemen, one of the officers carrying that 
portion of the grille to which the women 
were chained. 

They were conducted Into a committee 
room and workmen were summoned to file 
off the iron from the chains, which were 
securely padlocked around the women's 
waists. It was found that the chains had 
been carefully padded to prevent noise and 
betrayal when the suffragettes entered the 
gallery.

Says Governor Has Done More 
for Institutions than Five — 


| Freer’. 


ENEMIES LIKE HYENAS. 


Writes in Reply to Letter | 
of Dr. Gunsaulus. 


“The people of Illinglg should recognize 
that Gov. Deneen has done more for the bet- 
terment of the state institutions than al! five 
governors who preceded him. They should 
respect and honor him not only for what he 
has accomplished but also because he is 
harassed by a pack of animale which would 
better be designated hyenas and the ene- 
mies of humanity. . . . Withthe improve- 
ments already accomplished four years more 
will enable Gov. Deneen to make our state 
institutions modern,. up to date hospitels for 
the cure or reéducation of the mentally and 
physically sick or crippled inmates.” 

The foregoing is the declaration of Dr. 
Frank Billings, one of the chief medical au- 
thorities of America, when asked by Dr. 
Frank W. Gunsaulus for the truth about the 
governor and his administration of the pub- 
lic charities of Illinois. 


Dr. Gunsaulus Asks Information. 


Dr. Gunsaulus sought Dr. Billings’ judg- 
ment on the present gubernatorial — 
in a letter, which follows: 

“ Chicago, Oct. 23, 1908.—Dear Dr. Billings: 
It seems to me that this is a moment in the 
history of the state of Illinois when its citl- 
zens have the right to know from one who 
has the requisite position, equipment, and 
character to tell us just what ds the present 
condition of our charitable institutions com- 
pared wtih their condition in the recent past. 
As a minister and a friend of many of the In- 
mates of these institutions I have been dis- 
tressed, even recently, with certain state- 
ments which may lose their significance be- 
cause of the desperate necessities of partisan 
politics. — 

‘“*] am one of those who know you and your 
coworkers in this important public service 
and I have trusted, as I now trust, every 
utterance of yourself and your assoctates on 
the state board of public charities. I had 
reason from my visitation and reports re- 
ceived from inmates and their friends to be- 
lieve that a decided improvement had been 
accomplished within the last two or three 
years in the administration of the state’s 
public charities. If I am mistaken, you may 
be kind enough to say so. If I am right in 
my hopeful judgment, you will relieve me and. 
many others by a statement of the real con- 
dition of things. I suggest from you the pro- 
priety if such an utterance as will give the 
truth to the -public, who, I am sure, will 
be grateful to you Im any case. Faithfully 
yours.

Dr. Billings’ Letter. 

Dr. Billings’ reply follows: 

“Chicago, Ill., Oct. 27.—Dr. Frank W. 
Gunsaulus, President Armour Institute of 
Tethnology, Chicago—My Dear Dr. Gun- 
saulus: Your inquiry of the past and pres- 
ent condition of the state charitable institu- 
tions I am glad to answer, although ‘it will 
be difficult to give you full information withb- 
in the Mmits of a letter. 

“The present state board of charities has 
been in office about two and a half years, or 
since early in 1906. _I accepted a place upon 
the board with the distinct understanding 
with Gov. Deneen that the members of the 
board should be chosen not becaude of arly 
political, religious, or any other affiliation, 
but because. they’ were representative men 
and women. It was further agreed that the 
secretary of the board should be chosen by 
ug. That insofar as it was possible, the gov- 
ernor should accept and act upon the recom- 
mendations of the board. 

“It did not take long to discover that the 
conditions of the state institutions were such 
that to accomplish much we should be 
obliged to confine our chief efforts at im- 
provement to the insane and feeble minded 
group of state charities, but at the same 
time should not neglect the neecs of the 
other institutions. There are seventeen 
etaie institutions which come under the ad- 
visory care of the state board of charities. 
The pena! institutions of the state are ad- 
ministered by a separate body. 


Older Buildings Much Run Down. 
|* Visits to the hospitals for the insane and 
feeble minded showed that the older insti- 


did not afford safety, comfort, or conditione 
to improve or cure the inmates. We recog- 
nized, too, the need of a survey by men tech- 
nically equipped to know the conditions of 
all of the state institutions. 

‘* During the summer of 1906 the governor. 
by our request, had the state architect and 
a supervising engineer make examinations 
of each state institution as to the physical 
conditions of the buildings in relation to 
ventilation, air space, heating plants, water 
protection, plumbing, etc. It was found that 
all the institutions excepting the approx!- 
mately new hospitais for the insane. at 
Watertown and at Bartonville were in bad 
condition. 

“It was estimated by the architect and 
the consulting engineer that it would re- 
quire about $2,500,000 to place these insti- 
tutions in a physical condition Which would 
afford safety to the lives of the patients 
from fire, contagion and infection, etc., and 
to make them comfortable for the inmates. 
This survey showed that for many years, 
fifteen or more, the imstitutions had been 
allowed to deteriorate until in many in- 
stances the fire risk was great and the poor 
sanitary conditions were a menace io the 
physical health of the patients. The in- 
mates were uncomfortable because of old 
wood beds, poor toilet rooms, etc. 


Rehabilitation Begun. 

“It was determined by the governor and 
the board that we would attempt rehabilita- 
tion of the institutions in so far ag could be 
done, but it was recognized that to place 
these institutions In good physical ccndition 
would require not two or three years but two 
or three times thatlength oftime. We there- 
fore, in conference with the supérinténdents 
of various Institutions, went over the specifi- 
cations for improvement of the institutions 
as mace by the state architect and supervis- 
ing engineer and agreed upon the immediate 
and imperative improvements which shouid 
be made. 

* These improvements required about one- 
third of the cost of the final amount which 
would be necessary to place the institutions 
in good condition, but would remove the im- 
mediate risk to life and make the conditions 
such that the Patents would be more cem- 
fortable. 

“This included in practically all of the in- 
stitutions improvemen< as to ventilation, ade- 
quate water supply, fire eecages, better heat- 
ing plants, hospitals for the care of the phys- 
ically sick and for the acute insane, including 
in the latter the installation of plants for the 
water treatment of febrile cases and the 
acute ingane. The legislature refused to 
grant the appropriations necessary to carry 
out this work as fully as agreed upon by the 
conference of the governor, the board of 
charities, the superintendents of the state in- 
stitutions, and others, but did give a gener- 
ous sum of money. 


Conditions Much Improved 


ig a much better condition in all of the state 
institutions. For instance, at Kankakee 
there is now an adequate pure water supply, 
a modern, up to date heating plant with the 
consumption. of one-third less of coal per 
capita than under the old régime, rehabilita- 
tion of several of the cottages and work in 
others goi.:g cn; a modern, up to-date hos- 
pital for the treatment of the physically sick 
and the acute Insane, with the installation of 
a fine hydropathiec department; improvement 
in the furniture of the institution in the sub- 
stitution of over 1,000 tron iron beds for as many

Lincoln. institution were unprotected. From 
the time that money was appropriated for the 
purpose of rehabilitation covers were made 
for the radiators, and at the time of the dis- 
tressing accident to the Giroux boy more than 
half of the radiators of the institution had 
been covered. 

“ Like physica! improvement in practically 
all of -the state institutions has been made. 
and the insane and feeble minded institutions 
have hospitals or hospitals are in the course 
of erection where curable cases of mental! dis- 
ease. and the ecute physically sick may be 
treated upon modern lines. ° 


Old Methods Changed. 

“ Practically all of the etate institutions 
for the insane and feebleminded were custo- 
dial inetitutione two and a half years ago. 
The superintendents of these institutions 
were, on the whole, efficient, but adminis- 
tered them upon the old lines of custodial care. 
But little thought was given in most of the 
institutions to curative treatment or to re- 
education of the chronic insane. There wae 
no esprit du corps in the staffs; there was no 
up to date nursing and no training schools 
for nurses or for attendants. 

“ The record blanks of the institutions were 
not the same in any two institutions, and in 
the majority of the inetitutions no records 
of any value were kept. But little scientific 
interest was manifested by the physcians of 
the various staffs. 

“Through the recommendation. of this 
board there was established at Kankakee a 
psychopathic institute for the study of in- 
sanity. This wae instituted for the purpose 
of affording the medical employés of the 
state a school to which they could go for 
short periods of instruction in the various 
phases of insanity, and at the head of the 
institution was placed a man recognized by 
the medical profesgion as an alienist and re- 
search worker in the person of Dr. Douglas 
Singer. Thie school has been in operation 
several months and has aroused the interest 
of the physicians in the state ins ne. 
They are willing, yes, eager to go there to fit 


| themgelves for better work and‘an oppor- 


tunity for advancement in their chosen fields 
of work. 


Training for Nurses. 


“To place the state institutions upon a 
plane corresponding to the general private 
and public hospitals for the treatment of the 
sick, the state board of charities advised the 
establishment of training schools for nurses 
and atten ts in all of the institutions. 
The plan for the inauguration of training 
schools for nurses and attendants was heart- 
ily entered into by the superintendents and 
medical staffs, and today there are in al? 
state institutions excellent training schools 
with trained nurees as superintendents and as 
heads of departments and wards. Uniform 
curridula for carrying out inetruction in 
nursing has been adopted by all state institu- 
tions. 

“The training of nurees and attendants 
affords the patients greater comfort and 
care, and, furthermore, affords the chief 
means by which cruelty in public institutions 
maybe abolished, for in time we shall be 
rid of the attendant who works in a hos- 
pital for the insane for hissalary and without 
any interest beyond it; The training affords 
him or her an opportunity to become a skilled 
individual who may improve his own condi- 
tion by better service as a nurse or attendant 
in a public institution or in private work. 

* Several of the training schools connected 
with the general hogpitals have entered into 
an agreement with the training schools of 
the state institutions to affiliate and afford 
their nursing experience in the care of the 
insane in state institutions, while the nurses 
of state institutions may obtain additional 
training in the private and public general 
hospitals. ~ 


Employment for the Insane. 


‘* Two and a half years ago the majority of 
the chronic insane in the state institutions 
were unemployed, excepting in trivial duties 
around kitchens and wards, and they received 
more or less exercise in waiks about the 
grounds. Through the recommendation of 
the state board of charities an attempt has 
been made to establish workshops and af- 
ford other means of manual employment for 
many of the chronic insane. his method 
affords reéducation to many of these poor 
people and many show such mental improve- 
ment that they have become much happier. 
In some iggtances they have been restored to 
their friends relatively cured. 

“The state board of charities has super- 
vision of county almshouses through county 
auxiliary boards. We found many of the 
counties maintained almshouses that gave 
medieval treatment. The insane were in 
many instances treated like dangerous ani- 
mals, locked in rooms and fed through opén- 
ings in the doors, or chained to walis in 
unclean and insanitary conditions; Nttle 
children associating with male and female 
adults and in many instances insane femiales 
bearing illegitimate children. 

‘*A survey was made of every almshouse 
in Illinois and mainly through the efforts of 
this board a law was passed by the last legis- 
lature whieh Made state charges of all insane 
and feebleminded ‘inmates of: county alms- 
houses, Some of these almshouse inmates re- 
main in their own counties because the state 
has not, at this time, sufficient space in its 
hospitals for the insane or feebleminded to 
take care of them, but through the publicity 
afforded by the survey made by the board of 
charities the condition of the almshouse in- 
mates has been much improved. 


Reports of Self-Injuries. 


‘* There are nearly 10,000 insane people in 
state institutions and at Lincoln there are 
over 1.200 feebleminded, of Whom 600 or 
more are epileptic. Among the insane and 
the epileptic self-inflicted injuries and acci- 
dental injuries are common. Upon the 
recommendation of this board the governor 
ordered the superintendents of state institu- 
tions to make a record of every injury occur- 
ring in the institutions and.to transmit @ 
report of the injury. whether severe or triy- 
fal, to the board. This is the first time in the 
history of Iilinois that reports of such in- 
juries have been made compulsory, and it is 
the result of this publicity of injuries which 
has made it appear to those who do not know 
the facts that more injuries occur now than 
formerly. 

** Among the epileptics of Lincoln fewer in- 
juries occurred in 1907 than at the colony for 
epileptics at Sonyea, N..Y. Ih such adarge 
population with so many attendants, many 
of whom are of the old untrained order of 
attendants, more or lees irresponsibility oc- 
curs with resulting injuries from neglect, but 
less of those attendants now at the 
state institutions than formerly. and less of 
such neglect because gradually these indi- 
viduals are being discharged as their neglect 
or misdemeanor is discovered. 

“ The physical conditions of the institutions 
in the past afforded opportunity for ace!i- 
dents, and there has not been money or time 
enough to remove entirely physical faulte 
which would. if corrected, diminish the num- 
ber of injuries. An example of this was the 
uncovered radiator-at Lincoln and the irre- 
sponsible attendant who, neglecting his duty 
and the boy. permitted the patient to fal! 
upon the radiator and remain long enough to 
cause the frightful burn: 


Farm for Epileptics Refused. 


‘The attendant, recognizing his guilt, fan 
away, and did not attempt to explain his 
maitreatment of the patient. He was an old 
employé who had been in the institution dur- 
ing a former administration. 

“ At this point, permit me to eay that the 
board of charities recognized the necessity 
for a farm for the care of epileptics, and 
recommended to the legislature that it appro- 
priate $266,000 for the establishment of such 
#@ colony. This the legislature refused to 
bay and consequently there Is left at Lincoln 

a large number of epileptics who should ‘not 
be assigned to an institution which was es- 
tablished originally for the treatment and 
education of feebleminded children. 

“Phere are many other improvements in 
the state institutions which I could enumer- 
ate, but ae you may see the state board of 
charities started out upon a constructive 
policy of rehabilitation of the institutions 
whieh were woefully run down beeause of 
years of neglect due to mismanagement be- 
cause of political graft. Primarily rehabil- 
itation wae necessary to afford safety to the 
lines and give conifort to the inmates. 

“Phen the. board set out to improve the 
medical treatment and the status of the 
medical staffs; to afford the medical staffs 
adequate help of trained nurses and. attend- 
ants by the establishment of training schools 
for nurses and attendants in all of the state 
institutions for the care of the insane and 
feebleminded; to establish reéducation of the 
chronic insane through various lines of 
manual labor, and at the same time to recog- 


-hige the necessity for various Kinds of amuse- 


ment ag diversions for the insane; to reduce 
cruelty and mismanagement upon the part of 
all whe. 2ome in contact with the insane by

1 injuries of the inmiates; to afford each 
lentil: a modern hospital where the 
physically sick and the acute insane could be 
treated, with the hope of cure, and this chiefly 
by meane of skilled nursing and hydro- 
therapy; to apply the water treatment in the 
management of the acute and violent insane 
in place of the use of strong depressing 
Grugs. 


Board Meets Political Opposition. 

"rom the beginning of the work of this 
board of charities it has found opposition 
among the bad element in both the repub- 
Hcean and democratic parties. In the past 
the etate institutions have been considered 
the perquisites of the political grafters, and 
many of these have been men in high places, 
In the old days of the city council certain 
aldermen were called “ gray wolves.”’. The 
gray wolves are not confined to Chicago poli- 
ticlans. They exist ‘in the state, and they 
have hounded the governor and his board of 
charities, and have delayed and even pre- 
vented many of the plans for the improve- 
ment of the institutions. 

* Rendered desperate by the fact that they 
could no longer raid the state institutions 
they have been determined, and still are, to 
prevent any further constructive work for 
the state’s poor. If they are able to defeat 
Gov. Deneen they may be able to delay this 
work of reform in the state inetitutions. 
‘They have resorted to every means to scan- 
dalize the governor and every loyal member 
of his administrative force. 

“The sad accident to the-Giroux boy af- 
forded them an opportunity to attempt to 
bring the administration of Gov. Deneen to 
a scandaious notoriety. The means which 
they used in the investigation were political 
in the senee that they were unfair and did 
not reach the truth. No comperisons were 
made in the conditione they found and the 
conditions preceding 1906. A distressing ac- 
cident, which was the fault of bad conditions 
due to a system which had been in force in 
this state for fifteen or more years, Was made 
the basis for misrepresentation at Lincoln 
and in the other state institutions. 


Governor Keeps Promises. 


‘Gov. Deneen has lived up to his word in 
attempting to follow out the recommenda- 
tions of the board of charities. He has en- 
tered whole heartedly into the plans for the 
reconstruction of the state institutions along 
modern lines.

In his letter Mr. Roosevelt says: 

“T have profound faith in the good sense 
and conscientious devotion to duty and to 
hi@h ideals of my fellow Americans of Ger- 
man birth or German parentage. [I am 
certain that they will go right if only the 
facts can be clearly presented to them; 
and, thanks largely to your efforts, the facts 
are thus being clearly presented. 

‘Mr. Taft stands in the nation and Mr. 
Hughes ‘stands in the state for that high 
order of governmental efficiency and that 
high standard of governmental honesty the 
union of which is absolutely essential in 
order to secure good government. 

“Bach adheres, and has always adhered, 
in public and private life, to the most in- 
fle~ibie standards of honesty and fair deal- 
ing as between man and man.

After his speech, in the course of which 
Roger Sullivan and George W. riinman.re- 
ceived attention for their enmity agninat the 
governor, an impromptu reception occurred. 
Several hundred. people who know the gov- 
ernor well enough to call him ‘‘ Charley ”’ 
staid’ to shake hands and bestow cordial good 
wishes. 


Greeted by His Mother. 


The governor's mother and hie two sisters

Speech at Arcade Hall.

~ OF LIQUOR BILL. 


Members of J udiciary Com-| 


mittee Deny He Choked 
\, Littlefield Measure, 


NO INFLUENCE PUT FORTH 


Central Christian Advocate With- 
holds the Statements It 
Requested, 


The republican members of the house com- 
mittee on judiciary in the Fifty-ninth con- 
gress have exonerated Speaker Cannon from 
all blame in connection with the defeat of 
the Littlefield Mquor bill. This was the 
measure which prohibited the shipment of 
liquor into prohibition districts. It was 
killed by the judiciary committee on the 
ground that should it pass the courts would 
hold it unconstitutional. Because of the 
Gefeat of this ure and the speaker’s 
allegeé connection with it he has been 
fought bitterly by the temperance forces, 
especially the W. C. T. U. 

The exoneration of the speaker by the 


members of the committee was given in re- 


ply to @ query by the Central Christian Ad- 
vocate, published at Kangas City. Con- 
gressman Littlefield, author of the bill, pre- 
viously had detiared the speaker had noth- 
ing to do with ite defeat. The Central 
Christian Advocate wired six republican 
members of the committee to ask if Little 
fleld’s statement was true. 

The six members addressed, as well as 


four republican members who @id not re- 


ceive any message, immediately replied, 
supporting the Littlefield statement in full 
and declaring Cannon had nothing whatever 
to do with the fate of the bill. 


Does Not Publish Answers. 
Since the inquiry was sent and the replies 


received, there have been two issues of the 


Central Christian Advocate. In nefther of 
these has there been the slightest reference 
to the correspondence. The Central Chris- 
tan Advocate having neglected to make 
public the replies K received, to its inquiry 
Tug TRipunp will perform this service for 
that organ and publish them. ‘ 

Mr. Jenkins, chairman of the committee, 
replied as follows: 

“ Have just seen Littlefield letter in 
full. Since my service on the committee 
on the judiciary, Mr. Cannon. never at- 
tempted, directly or indirectly, to control 
my action with reference to any bili. 

“The Littlefield bill, in my judgment, was 
absolutely unconstitutional, and I rest 
my opposition on that ground only. I 
have made a similar statement in every 
public addrese during the campaign.”’ 

Mr. Alexander made the following reply: 

“IT have not seen the Littlefield letter 
to which you refer, but, so far as I know. 
Speaker Cannon never interfered, direct- 
ly or indirectly, with the passage of the 
LAttiefield liquor bill.” 


Reply by Mr. Parker. 

Mr. Parker wired the Central Christian 
Advocate ae follows: ; 

“ While I do not recollect the words 
of Mr. Idttiefield's letter, I remember 
reading it with care and that it expressed. 
the sxact truth.’ Mr. Cannon as speaker 
exerted no influence on the committee 
as to the LAttiefield bill, and he should 
be exonerated of all responsibility for the 
action of the committee in that regard. 
My own views againet this legislation 
were filed with the committee reports in 
two previous congresses.”” 

In answer to the Advocate’s telegram, Mr. 
Tirrell wrote a letter, of which the following 
is @ copy: 

“TI heve recently received from your 

a telegram as follows: 

“**Will you kindly wire if Littlefield 
letter exoneraiting Cannon from all re- 
sponsibility for failure to consider inter- 
state commerce Dill regarding liquor 
shipments into dry states is your under- 
standing of the situation? 

“In reply I would say that Speaker 
Cannon, as far as I know. in no way inter- 
fered with action on that bill, nor have I 
any reason to suppose that the committee 
was made up to prevent action, as those 
appointed had by previous service on the 
committee aciaim for reappointment, and 
the new men appointed on this question 
were divided, 

“Certainly wf the speaker had desired 
by selection-of opponents to the Little- 
field bill in making up the judiciary com- 
mittee he would not have appointed me or 
Léttiefield or the other friends of the 
measure who were among the most active 
temperance workers in congress on the 
judiciary committee. Personally, neither 
directly nor indirectly, did Speaker Can- 
non intimate or suggest any action he de- 
sired in connection with this measure. 
His course was upright and honorable 
and fair, so far as I have any know!l- 
edge whatever in regard to legislatton 
upon this bill. CHARLES Q. TIRRELL.”’ 


Foster Denies Any Influence. 

The following is a copy of the telegram 
Mr. Foster sent in reply to the Advocate’s 
inquiry: 
it: Meoteten to your wire, Speaker Can- 

non did not attempt to influence my action 

either before or after my appointment to 


the judiciary committee.”

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Election Fraud Investigators 
to Work Under General 
Criminal Laws. _ 


UNCOVER MASS OF CRIME. 


Plan to Have True Bills Stand 
Even if Primary Act Be 
Set Aside, 


Such startling evidence of crime against 
the ballot box was discovered yesterday by 

of the election frauds that 
Special State's Attorney Frank J. Loesch 
went into court and caused the dismissal of 
the special grand jury vertre already drawn 


.@nd procured an order for the summoning 


of another pane! with unlimited powers under 
the criminal code. 

Thie action was sensational, in view of the 
fact that the primary law provides for pun- 
ishement of bribery, perjury, forgery, and all 
other crimes thought by the lawmakers ike 
ly to be called into use by dishonest poli- 
tictans. It suggested to attorneys watching 
the proceedings an intimation that the fresh- 
ly uncovered crimes go to even greater ex- 
tremes than had been believed. It also indi- 
cates that even if the new primary law ts 
found unconstitutional this winter the pros- 
ecutiong may continue without check. 

It is said also that the mew lst of cases 
to be brought before the spectal body of in- 
quiry was enlarged by proof of assault and 
battery, threats to kill, and conspiracies to 
€o illegal acts. The last named were consid- 
ered lally important, ag in such a form 
prowecution may be brought againet the 


* big ** men of the political organizations who 


had no personal hand in the corruption and 
violence, but who laid the plots and schemes 
of which these were a part, 

Not Dependent on Primary Law. 

Under the new court order the. true bills 
may be voted under the general laws of the 
state without regard to the primary law, as 
ali of the offenses and penalties described 
in the latter are ineluded in the former, which 
also provide for the punishment of other 
crimes whether. they be coanmitted in con~ 
nection with an election or elsewhere. 
These indictments will stand whether the 
primary law survives or perishes in the tests 
it must bear in the next few montha — 

Mr. Loesch's step in securing a broader 
scope for the jury’s powers was unexpected, 
and it was taken wpon his receipt of a report 
from Robert M. Buck of the investigating 
staff, who told his chief that his assistants, 
working in. a section of the city not before 
investigated, had brought to him evidence 


that every variety of crime ever heard of 


in connection with an election had been 
committed in certain wards of the city. It 
is said to involve the Jacob J. Kern victory 
as well as the Healy~Wayman matter. 

The first of the witnesses found by the in- 
vestigators an@ summoned to appear in Mr. 
Loesch’s quarters began to report for exam- 
ination in the afternoon. He had questioned 
but a few of the fifty who were brought 
in when he determined to amend his method 
of procedure. 

Two Orders from Court. 

From Judge Freeman, late in the after- 
noon, Mr. Loeech then procured two orders, 
one setting aside the original call for a grand 
jury, quashing the venire, and canceling the 
summonses, some of which had been served, 
and a second, similar to that set aside. but 
giving the newly authorized indicting body 
its broader powers. The venire wil) be drawn 
thie morning and the panel will be made next 
Wednesday. 

Upon leaving the courtroom Mr. Loesch 
Gecline@ to disclose from what section of the 
city the unexpected pile of evidence had been 
accumulated; but it previétsly had became 
known in the Criminal Court buflding that 
the secret workers had finished temporarily 
with the Ninth and Nigeteenth wards and 
were intending to take up successively the 
Eighteenth, Twentieth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 


‘Pifth, and Firet wards. 


This order was not definitely fixed, but, 
accepting that arrangement as a hypothesis, 
it was concluded that the fresh?y: discovered 
frauds were perpetrated in some of the wards 
well up on this Met. The witnesses were 
emuggiled without detection in and out of the 
jury sleeping roome on the sixth floor, which 
were built with secrecy as the chief aim. It 
was 4 that witnesses included democrats 
and ublicane tn about equa? numbers. 

Ashton Seeks an Injunction. 

By a colncidemce the long threatened’effort 
of Attorney Henry M. Ashton and his back- 
ers to block the entire investigation came at 
almost the same time Mr. Loesch was de- 
claring the needs of unlimited powers for 
the indicting body: 

Ashton’s effort was a bil) for an injunction 
brought in the name of Dominick J. Lavin, an 
employé of a morning newspaper. It was in 
the name of thie man, who does not contend 
that he personally is paying Ashton’s fees, 
that the action citing the county commis- 
sioners for contempt of court in making the 
appropriation for the investigation was 
brought a few days ago. 

The commissioners and Mr. Loesch were 
ordered to appear in Judge Mack’s court this 
morning at 9:30 to oppose the petition for a 
temporary injunction restraining the county 
controller and the county treasurer from 
paying out any of the $19,500 voted by the 
commissioners for the inquiry, but Mr. 
Loesch was so engrossed with the newly dis- 
covered offenges, he said, that he could riot 
tell whether he would lend a handin opposing 
the petition.

Bank Deposit Like Other Debts. 


When I deposit money at the bank the 
banker becomes simply my debtor, as the 
man does who buys my goods or my time. 
The principle is exactly the same. No law 
can make it certain that I am to get my 
money when I choose to let another man 
have my property, my goods, my time, or 
my money. I must choose to deal only 


with honest men and responsible men or I 


m the risk of loss. A rule that all men 
pay their debts is like legislating that 


ei men shall be good. 


©The law already says that men shall pay 
their debts and it gis judgments against 
sees when they do not, and takes their 
rty to compel them to doso. But that 
as far as the merchant or the laborer 
he. satiated unless he protects himself 
advance by express agreement with his 
bter as the pawnmbroker does, or as he 
when an acknowledged dead beat wants 
The depositor is entitled to no dif- 
t consideration than *is the butcher, 
he doctor, the shoe man, or the man who 
orks with his hands. 
’ It being impossibie in the nature of things, 
just as nature won't let water run up hill, 
to guarantee all debts, should we not, how- 
ever, guarantee a,particular variety, it be- 
ing desirable but impossible to guarantee 
all? Yes, if a plan can be devised. 


Term “Guarantee” as Defined. 


The term “guarantee” is used in three 
ways and only three. 

First—As where a trader says, “ I guaran- 
tee that horse to be sound.”” This is no true 


_ @vuarantee, and is but a loose use of the word. 


iA means only that he pledges his own word 


thet the horse is sound, and if itis not he will 


pay enough money to make his word good. 
Banke aiready “‘ guarantee" their’ debts in 
this fashion. 

. Second—The pledge or pawnbroker method 
paveredy something of value is put into the 
erecitors’ hands to hold until the debt be-

mot paid. This is called “ putting up col- 

rai.”" This method c ot be applied to 
epositors for the simple reason that the 
banker would not have enough assets to do

Jn short, the only reason the banker wants 


depositors is to get the use of their monéy 
to loan. If every time a depusitor gives him

up $150 to get $100 from the depositor (and no 
pawnbroker is content with less security, 40 
to 6 per cent loan on the amount deposited, 
being customary business? he is worse off 
than before. _ 

Any plan, therefore, which requires the 
banker to deposit securily as a pledge is im- 
possibile, for the only source of profit to the 
banker is thus cut off, and he must go out 
of business. Of course, he can do it on a 
emalH proportion of his deposits, but he can- 
not keep it.up, for “en money runs out. He 
does it on government deposits on ihis prin- 
ciple, for they constitute but a fraction of his 
total deposits and because the fact that he is 
@ government depository gives him a sound 
‘Business reputation. 


Surety Form of Guarantee. 

The only other meaning to * guarantee ”’ 
left is that the banker should get behind his 
obligation the promise or obligation of some 
third party or group of parties. This is what 
the merchant does when he compels a cus- 
tomer of doubtful credit to get a surety be- 
fore he is alhowed to take out goods. But 
the principle of this is its voluntary char- 


_ acter. 


The customer hasn't the right to-demand 
of any one that he should be responsible for 
his debis. The man he accosts can refuse, 
and will refuse,. unless he has confidence 
‘im the one who asks, or unless he is in some 
way himself secured. :

The Kansas republicans declared in 
favor of allowing such things to be done 
under express legal authority. This is as 
elifferent as day from night from the Bryan 
“scheme. It fs voluntary. as is the guaran- 
teeing of any debt ordinarily by one man for 
another. -It is not compulsory and thus 
tyrannical. : 


Hazy Idea! of Safeguards. 

It has been suggested that under the 
scheme there will be a closer supervision of 
banks and that they by watching one another 
will prevent dishonesty and bad banking. 
{In short, some people, in a hazy kind of way, 
feel that the legislature wil! work out every 
necessary safeguard. This is, of courée, one 
of those generalities that practically can 
never work out. 

Legislation to make people be good and 
happy is utter foolishness. As long as the 
old Adam exists in mankind there will be men 
who are speculators and rascals and men who 
are unsound in judgment. They cannot be 
eliminated. If a board ef directors can’t 
watch their own loans and their own em- 
ployés carefully enough to;prevent failure, 
how can they hope to wat¢h other bankers 
carefully enough, of whose private affairs 
they know but little? 

How. can they watch 1 per cent of the 
bankers for whom they are liable? How can 
a banker of Maine supervise a banker of 
California? 

If a plan is proposed by a group of men 
for a national law can we not test their ideas 


by a state they control? 

Examine the Oklahoma act, and there is 
no provision therein for safeguarding the 
bankers by the elimination of Improper ifn- 
dividuals, no protection of any kind. The 
attorney general of Oklahoma has been bound 
to hold that no man who applies can be re- 
fused a charter to do a banking business in 
I am informed that ten times as 
many. banks have started in Oklahoma in the 
last year as in the year preceding. 


Failures Flock to Oklahoma. 

I personally know of men who have falléed 
in other states who have secured new char- 
ters there recently. The speculators, guar- 
anteed by all the wealth of all the conseryva- 
tive bankers of the state, are flocking there 
already. The crooks are beginning to as- 
semble. .-The speculative banker and the 
crook ordinarily cannot get depositors. They 
will under this law, for they will offer big- 
ger and impossible inducements for money 
and the depositor will not care where he 
goes (all banks being guaranteed by the 
sound banks) and will naturally deposit 
where he is offered thé biggest return. 

What will be the resuli is easy to foresee. 
Six months or a year is too short a time-to 
test a banking system. That is a matter 
of years, when a crisis arises, or when the 
speculator and the crook have had a chance 
to get into full swing. Any business that 
the state stands behind is exactly what the 
sharper is looking for. It gives him that 
appearance of security and solidity, which 
he can never himself gain. Any plan that 
attracts the sharper is pointed exactly the 
wrong way. | 

If there is any one way Which will bring 
ultimate farreaching financial disaster it is 
to throw down the barrier which the Alb 
mighty created of requiring personal con- 
fidence, and a life that inspires confidence 
in our bankers, and of throwing this vita) 
business into the hands of speculators, 
crooks, and incompetents by compelling the 
safe bankers to stand behind the crooks and 
by giving their guaranty make the crooks 
equal with themseives in handling the peo- 
ple’s money. 

Oft Asked Question Answered. 

I heard a laborer the other day say, ** But 
if I go T the bank to borrow they make me 
give security. Why shan’t 1 make them 
give me security?” 

First, they require security of you because 
they are not loaning to you their own, but 
other people's money, which has been placed 
with them with the understanding that it 
will be carefully used, and the principal re- 
turned, just as you demand that your money 
shall be preserved and kept for you. They 
cannot loan to anybody who comes any more 
than you would without security. You de- 
mand the right to pick and choose whom 
you shall loan to,and on what terms. Let 
them also pick and choose, 

Second, as I have already shown, they are 
not able.to put up collateral in your hands 
for every dollar you deposit. The banker 
ean no: more do so and live than a merchant 
could who should always sell below cost. 

Third, they cannot get other men to guar- 
antee their loans voluntarily, just as yov 
cannot get every man you see to guarantee 
your débts. And the safe banker does give 
you the guaranty of bis business name and 
his past record. When you deal with a 
banker, pick out your banker on that basis, 
just as you pick a reliable man to work for, 
who will pay you what he owes you. 

Fourth, because to compel other men to 
guarantee his debt against their consent 
is unfair and will prove disastrous. There 
is no other form of guaranty than these 
under heaven, and therefore youcannot re- 
quire him to “ give you security.’’ 

I shall not go into the detail of showing 
how unfair the scheme would work as be- 
tween safe banking communities and states 
and unsafe ones, or of how it would with- 
draw an immense%um of money: from cir- 
culation to maintain the guaranty fund. and 
thus tend to precipitate panics by doing what 
Mr. Bryan proposed free silver to remedy— 
namely: @ too small circulating medium, no-~ 
how it Is impossible that Mr. Brygn could 
secure the passage of such a law even if 
elected, with the senate republican, and when 
the act would have to pass the scrutiny of 
eareful, thoughtful business men and bank- 
ers sitting as Our representatives in con- 
gress.

Speaking of the guarantee of bank deposits 

I recall the fact that im the cage of the Waieh 
banks in Chicago and the Morse banks in 
New York the controller of the currency sent 
word to the manager, either president or 
cashier, that they were violating the bank- 
ing law, and warned them to be more cau- 
tious. That was all right. It was well to 
warn the president. and the cashier about 
their violation of their duties. It didn't have 
any particular effect. 
The president and the cashier went right 
ahead, using the money of the depositors for 
speculative purposes, lending it to the office 
boys, the stenographers, and the elevator 
boys of the directors who controlled the 
.banks.: A warning to the managers of the 
bank had no effect whatsoever. I suppose 
it would be regarded as absolutely bad policy 
to suggest that the depositors themselves 
might have been warned. 

When Charies W. Morse made an over- 
Graft of $340,000 it was not his money that 
was taken out of the National Bank of North 
Atmerica; it was the money of the people who 
had deposited it there. And I observe that 
the cashier of the bank was warned that 
such things should not continue. Why not 
warn the people whose money Morse drew 
out? In Chicago in the Walsh banks we 
learned that the Chicago National bank was 
told month after month to be more cautious. 
The warning went to the man who ran the 
bank and the banks which were associated 
‘with it. Did any warning go to the deposit- 
ors whose money was being used by John R. 
Walsh for purposes of gambling? Not at 
all. Under the existing system the treasury: 
cepartment through its agents notifies the 
Officers of the bank, but no word comes at all 
to the depositors whose money is involved. 

Is this fair? Is this right? A bank oper- 
ates upon the money of its depositors. The 
capital stock amounts to little in proportion 
to its Mabilities, The great thing is the money 
which has been deposited by people who are 
saving day by day and whose savings are 
coaxed into the bank vaults. When there is 
difficulty in the bank warning is sent to its 
Officers. But there is no warning given to 
the people whose money isinvolved. The pur- 
pose of the democratic party is to see that 
there shall be an insurance of the deposits 
made by the masses of the people, and we 
believe that this proposition fs absolutely 
right. 

Views of Doubtful States. 


There are three states yet to be considered 
in the political work of this campaign. First 
above all is New York, second is Ohio, and 
third is Indiana. Nobody can tell much 
about New York. Its vote runs up into the 
millions and is inflenced by many diverse 
political powers. What its action may be 
is hard to determine. Personally I believe 
it is going to be strongly democratic. I 


i base this opinion upon the fact the repub- 


lican organization is hostile to Hughes and 
that the democratic organization is strongly 
for Chanler and for Bryan.

If Your Shoes 


boetiilieis and a deliberate attempt has 
been made in this campaign to attack the per- 
sonal reputation of the president, Both Mr.

So completely has the declaration been made 
good that Mr. Bryan has been eager to an- 
nounce himself as the heir of the administra- 
tion, 
President Roosevelt emphatically repudiated 
his claims to the heirship, and exposed the 
unspeakable political infamy of Gov. Haskell, 
the man who wrote Mr. Bryan's platform, 
whom he had adopted as his special repre- 
sentative In active public life, and who had 
been correctly hailed as representing ‘“‘Bryan- 
isthn in action.” 


Great Evildoers for Bryan. 

Unquestionably these great corporations 
which hope to prosper by crookedness, 
wrongdoers of great wealth who have made 
their wealth in evil ways, would prefer the 
election of Mr. Bryan to what they term 
Rooseveltism.

After the campaign is over, if not before, 
the president may take an opportunity to 
show how he has been maligned in this cam- 
paign by men who know better and who are 
on record as knowing better. He rests his 
case, however, upon the record of his ad- 
ministration and uponm the fact that Mr.

‘* The party must maintain its position 
in favor of bimetallism, but cannot sur- 
render its demand for the use of both gold 
and silver as the standard of money in 
this country, but the question must re- 
main in abeyance until conditions so 
change as to bring the public again face 
to face with falling prices and a rising 
dollar. This, therefore, cannot be made 
the controlling issue of the contest upon 
which we are now entering.” 

In the same letter Mr. Bryan also says: 

“The party must continue to protest 
against a large army, against a large 
navy, and to stand for the independence 
of the.Filipinos, for imperialism adds a 
menace Of militarism to the corrupting 
influence of commercialism, and yet expe- 
rience has shown that however righteous 
a party’s position on this subject, the Is- 
sue does not arouse the people as they can 
be aroused by a question which touches 
them immediately and individually. The 
injustice “done to the Filipino is not 
preached as it should be, as we resent a 
wrong to ourselyes, and the costliness of 
imperialism is hidden by statistics and by 
our indirect system of taxation. While 
the party must maintain its position on 
this subject, it cannot present this as the 
only issue.”’ 

, > 
Bryan.on Parker’s Charge. 

This jJeads Mr. Bryan up to the trust ques- 
tion, in which he makes the statement al- 
ready. quoted that the president had four 
years in which to make good his declaration 
that no obligations were assumed. Admitting 
that the president had not denied the ex- 
istence of the contribution, Mr. Bryan then 
said: 

“ The trusts are run on a business prin- 
ciple. They do not subscribe millions of 
dollars to a campaign unless they are pay- 
ing for favors already granted or purchas- 
ing favors for future delivery. The weak- 
ness of Mr. Parker's position was that the 
charge Was made at the close of the cam- 
paign, when it was neutralized by a coun- 
ter charge.” 

After saying that President Roosevelt had 
four years in which to make good, Mr. Bryan 
made this remarkable prophecy: 

‘* He will disappoint either the contrib- 
utors or the voters. If he disappoints the 
contributors, the trust question may be 
put in the process of settlement. If he dis- 
appoints thé people, they will have a 
chance to settle with his party four years 
hence.” 

Roosevelt Hated by Trusts. 

Now the undeniable fact is that President 
Roosevelt did disappoint the contributors. 
He is hated and despised by them and by 
newspapers which’ represent them, which, 
while. normally preferting business prosper- 
ity to adversity, would nevertheless rather 
see business adversity if accompanied by dis- 
honesty and special privileges than business 
prosperity obtained at the cost of the insist- 
ence on honesty in big corporations.

It was he, as- 
serted the lawyer, who took her away from 
a life of innocence, from the influence of an 


agance, of questionable amusements and ex- 
citement.

A sort of “greater university ~ scheme, 
with magnificent buildings on both sides of 
the Midway, was outlined to the members of 
the committee, instead of the rumored atn- 
letic field which stirred up most of the 
trouble among the neighbors. 

“J will say that a great athletic field will 
not be bullt on this ground,” said Mr. Heck- 
manattheoutset. “ Ourgymnasium isaway 
up at Fifty-seventh street and Lexington 
avenue, too far away to be of service, and 
such a field would not correspond to the 
plans which the university entertains for 


widening its scope. 
Plan an Imposing Building. 


“We are preparing to erect @ more impos- 
in@ structure than any yet conetructed, on 
the Midway, opposite its intersection with 
Greenwood avenue. To balance this build- 
ing it is the plan to put up another one of 
like dimensions on the south side, and we ask 
the vacation of Greenwood avenue for this 
purpose. : 7 

‘‘We are further desirous of having this 
second building, because it would save steps 
for our professors, and their time is valuable. 

“The university does not want to do any- 
thing that is contrary to the wishes of most 
of its neighbors. It is interested in preserv- 
ing the beauty of the.Midway, and to this 
end has ordered the vacation of property at 
the west end bringing in an income of $200 a 
month—a professor’s salary—because the 
general appearance of this property is not up 
to the standard. If the committee desires, 
President Judson will appear before it in 
person and expiains the purposes to which 
this land is to be put. Meanwhile, the vaes- 
tion of the street will enable us more easily te 
get funds for putting up the building.” 


Property Owners More Favorable. 

Attorney Roberteon Palmer, secretary of 
the Woodlawn Property Owners’ association, 
said after the meeting that the plan outlined 
by Mr. Heckman probably would receive a 
favorable reception from residents of the 
neighborhood. 

“TI believe there would be small opposition 
to a plan which would improve the appear- 
ance and value of the surrounding streets,” 
he said. “ This does not mean that we are 
entirely satisfied, because. we do not know 
when the university is going to begin work

CIGARETS ARE PRESCRIBED 
FOR WOMEN’S SHAKEN NERVES 


Physician Declares Short Smoke Each 
Morning Would Benefit Others of Her 
Own Sex. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 28.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Rachel 8S. Skidelsky, one of the best known 
women physicians of Philadelphia,. after 
startling the Woman’s club today by defend- 
ing the tobacco habit among men, startled it 
still more by advocating the use of cigarets 
by women. 

Many physicians held similar views, Dr. 
Skidelsky said, but hesitated to advise their 
women patients to smoke because of the fear 
that what was offered as medicine might be- 
come a habitual indulgence. 

“I feel sure,”” Dr. Skidelaky said, * that 
tobacco, if pure and preperly used, might be 
beneficial to women. It is known to be valu- 
able in functional disorders and nerves. As 
men find it valuable to soothe their nerves 
midst cares or worries, I do not see why 
women, whose worries are more numerous 
and whose nervous organization is more deli- 
cate, should not find benefit in its proper use 
also. : 

“*I think that if a woman would sit down 
for five minutes before beginning her day 
and give the time to a cigaret she would be 
able to plan better her day’s work. And the 
five minutes thus used three times daily 
would be, I think, of much benefit to her.’’

Hatfield, 


1CLING TO OLD STYLE GAME) 


Big Football Elevens Slow to 
Adopt New Order of Play. 


IN USE BY SMALLER TEAMS. 
Revised Rules Enable Minors to Score 
on Majors When Tried. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 


It is pretty well settled by the results of 


football games among the important elevene 
that the experimental stage has been passed 
and from now on it is definitely known who 
will be on the regular list of the varsity 
teams. If the big combinations have a com- 
plex repertoire of plays developing the posei- 
bilities of the opening game the fact remains 
that they are still coy in their use. 

It may satisfy the adherents of Minre- 
sota and Chicago to think the best has been 
kept under cover for the great battle on 
Saturday and the eleven which wins can 
lay a pretty good claim to the western cham- 
pionship. It is this one contest that the 
Maroon and Gopher contingent always ar- 
sert they are aiming at, and the team that 
succumbs to defeat will have legions of foot- 
ball enthusiasts who will point to the blots 
on their escutcheons that were placed there 
by teams they considered of Httle import. 

It is conceded that Minnesota is develop- 
ing a strong eleven this year, and many 
critics «have given it credit of making as 
much advancement as any team since the 
opening of the football season. In WNe- 
braska the Gophers met a team that gives 
promise of being one of the best in this year's 
standing. Although the Corn Huskers were 
outplayed in some departments of the game 
there was no doubt that Nebraska was the 
superior in other potnts of pley. 


Gophers Are Confident. 

The Gopher contingent, however, is con 
gratulating itself that it did not have to un- 
eover any of the finesse of the game, but could 
resort to a simple repertory and stil] stave off de- 
feat. Minnesota is hopeful of success against 
Chicago on Saturday, and even if it does not gain 
a victory the Gopher team can be depended upon 
to give the best the men have and to fight till the 
final whistle blows. 

Gopher teams always have been famed for their 
gameness. The players get into the game from 
start to finish, and seldom a team gets the jump 
on them at the beginning of play. The men have 
that indomitable fighting spirit which hap pulled 
many @ game out of the fire in football annais. 
Instead of reprimanding a player for a missed 
signal the other players encourage him; which has 
far better results than the usual ** calldown.”’ 

In this department Minnesota will have it on 
Chicago. In the games played thus far by the 
Maroons they have failed to show this fighting 
spirit and there has been no encouragement offered 
to a player making a poor play. 

The Maroon team of 1005 was one of the best in 
this department. In the Wisconsin game, which 
Chicago won 4 to 0, the Midway team was being 
outplayed and a tauchdown and victory for Wis- 
consin seemed inevitable. The Badgers were di- 
recting their attack at Badenoch, the Maroon right 
tackle, who was injured but refused to leave the 
game. The players encouraged him and, by ds- 
playing a better defense than ever seemed possible 
and by getting together and fighting, the Maroons 
succeeded in. getting the ball on their fifteen yard 
line after Wisconsin had carried it sixty yarde by 
hard, concentrated drives attheline: The Badgers 
surely would have won that game had not. the 
Maroons got together and fought for every inch, 
as Wisconsin was headed for a score which meant 
‘victory. 


Development of the Season. 


One of the most interesting features of the pres- 
ent football season is the methods of development 
adopted by the coaches of the so-called major and 
minor elevens. Up to the present time hardly any 
of the big teams have shown any apparent desire 
to use the new football made possible by the 
changes in the rules during the last two years. 
While here and there an onside kick, forward pass. 
or attempted field goal has been tried, there is no 
indication that the big team coaches are ready to 
begin the open play which is expected to furnish 
the spectacular features of the fall. 

All in all, it has been a case of hammering away 
at the line from tackle to tackle on the offensive, 
with now and then an end run interposed for the 
sake of variety. In fact, it has been the smalier 
college teams that have shown the possibilities of 
the new game during the six weeks which the foot- 
ball season has been in existence. 

This of itgelf accounts for the low scores which 
have prevai ed in the majority of the games which 
the. ** Big-Five"’ in the east and the conference 
eight in the west have won. The chances of mak- 
ing ten yards in three downs are greatly against the 
big elevens, even when opposed by teams of in- 
ferior playing Strength. Yet there hag been Little 
eo shown to try out the new plays made 

ossible by the changes in the rules at the time 
soa ten yard clause was incorporated in the reguia- 
tions. 

Whether or not the coaches are grounding the 
teams in the old fashioned rudiments of the game 
before taking up the more uncertain features which 
may net twenty or thirty yards or result in the 
loss of. the bail outright cannot as yet be deter- 
mined. To date it has been the smaller college 
teams that have worked the new rule plays to the 
limit. Reaiiging their elevens would have little 
chance against the powerful combinations of the 
big colleges, the coaches have had their men prac- 
ticing diligently on the easier ground gaining 
methods of advance. 


Result of the Plays. 


Although these have failed to develop a winner 
for the little fellows, they have upeet the clean 
slates so frequent in past years. Already three 
of the big teams in the east have been scored 
upon, and in two cases field goals were responal- 
bie, Gettysburg shot one across Pennsylvania's 
goal bar; Virginia Polytechnic*did a like trick 
to Princeton. and Oberlin scored mot only field 
goal, but a touchdown as well on Cornell. 


In the west Chicago was scored upom by In- | 


diana and illinois. Both these scores resulted 
from forward passes. Minnesocta’s line wae crossed 
by Ames, and a fleld goal also registered. Michi- 
gan was given a ecare by Ohio state, the Buck- 
eyes making a touchdown by frequent use of new 
plays. 

Thus it will be seen that while none of the 
elevens witich have faced the big teame to date 
has outplayed them in straight, old fashioned 
football, several have surpassed thean in the latest 
and open field style of scoring. Since, however, 
the large’ teams have been developing for the 
more important games of their schedules, which 
come later in the fall, it may be expected that rapid 
improvement in the on side kick and forward 
pass plays will come in the near future. The re- 
verse is the case, however, with a number of the 
smaller college combinations.

COCAINE “FIENDS” 


Alarming Conditions Are Sus- 
pected in Philadelphia — 
Publie Institutions.

BOY VENDER CONFESSES. 


_ Declares the Habit Is Widespread 


Among Both Sexes; Drug 
Sold at Recess. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 28.—[Special.}—By 
the confession of Edward Lee, 2-15 year old 
cocaine vender, appalling conditions are 
suspected in certain of the public schools, 
anc the police and board of education are 
making a stringent investigation. 

Cotaine has been sold to students in these 
schools, boys and girls, ranging from 12 to 
lj years old. How far the evil has #pread 
hae not been ascertained, but, according to 
Lee, the. victims are many. He implicated 
Michael Larkins, a youth frequently noticed 
hovering about the yard of the Daniel Web- 
ster school, asserting that Larkins had for 
weeks been selling the drug there. 


Drug Sold During Recess. 


Larkins was arrested. Quantities of co- 
caine were found in the stockings of both 
boys. Students at the Josephine Widener 
Memorial schoo] also were sold the drug, it 
was deciared. 

“ Phere are other schools, too,’ said Lee, 
“ but I don’t know which. Cocaine is sold 
to the kids during recess. It is gotten from 
a house on North Tenth street where ‘ dopes ’ 


° £0. This selling at schools is new, and the 


boys are making bots of money on it.’’ 

As soon as Lee's confession was heard 
the board of education was notified, and de- 
tectives began the investigation. They en- 
countered disbelief among the principals and 
teachers, who were greatly shocked. Ad- 
missions by some of the larger boys con- 
firmed, however, many of Lee’s allegations. 

“We taught them how to sniff it up their 
noses, and they liked it,” said Lee. “ We'd 
sell it to them in 10 cent lots, or 5 cents for 
a little bit. Sometimes we made as high 
as $1.50 a day.” 


Tutors Skeptical of Story. 

While the police take the statements seri- 
ously, the principals of the schools do not. 

Larkins was sent to the house of correction 
for six monthe as a nominal sentence, while 
the allegations are being investigated. Lee 
Was sent to the house of detention for the 
game purpose.

Bondholders Say Criminal Prosecution 
Has Not Been Meditated. 


Bondholders, attorneys, and others tnter- 
ested in the extrication of the Chicago and 
Milwaukee electric road from the hands of 
receivers were hopeful of seeing the road 
put on a sound footing yesterday, following 
publication of the report of.the bondholders’ 
committee. 


A. C. Frost, who managed the finances 


of the road before the receivership took 


effect, declared that a syndicate of Cana- 
dians is being formed tn the expectation of 
taking over the road as soon as enough 


money can be raised. He also declared that 


every cent of money invested in the road and 
owed by the road was accounted for in a 
report made for Judge Grossc 
eral court on Sept. 20 by Marwick, Mitchell 
& Co. This report said that a report mace 
previously by another company omitted the 
profit of 15 per cent allowed by contract to 


| the construction company engaged in build- 
and | 


ing the road, the discount on bonds, 


current assets. 


Prosecution Not Meditated. 

Bondholders prominent in the movement 
to rescue the road declared that they had no 
knowledge of the source of the rumors to the 
effect that crimina? prosecution was medi- 
tated againet Mr. Frost on account of his 
administration of the affairs of the company. 

“TI would get out of it if I thought any such 
action was meditated,” said J. V. Clarke, 
a leading member of the bondholders’ com- 
mittee, which made the report on the con- 
dition of the company. “ We are business 
men and our efforts are directed toward sav- 
ing the company. 

“"The prospects for reorganization of _ 
company seem just as good as 


which have led: to the taking of other vi, 


concerns out of the hands of receivers in 
the past. We are interested in saving the 
road, are not in any criminal matters. When 
aman gets down a bit, like Mr. Frost, there 
are always plenty of people ready to kick 
him farther. I think this is the basis of the 
rumors. I know nothing more than is con- 
tained in the report which was made public.” 


) Puzzled by Rumors. 


Attorney Jacob Newman, representing the 
bondholders’ committee, said: 

“The chances for reorganization are good 
and we hope to have some definite plan ap- 
proved by the bondholders before the first 
of the coming year.”

Foes of Usurers Propose to 
Start Opposition Business 
at Lower Rates. 


NEED NEW STATE LAW. 


Will Seek to Legalize 3 Per Cent

Attorney M. B. Wellington,” representing

Proposes 3 Per Centa Month. 

The plan, incidentally, contemplates legal- 
izing a rate of probably 8 per cent a month 
on salary loans and loans on chattels. If 
the bill ie passed the brokers who today 
collect from 8 to 12 per cent'a month on 


palary loans would be compelled to accept a 


lower rate or gp out of business. 

“The business could not be carried on at 
a lower rate than 3 per cent, I believe,’”’ said 
Mr. Wellington. “On the other hand, that 
rate would be sufficient to discourage con- 
tinued patronage of loan agents, 

“T have talked with reputable business 
men who are willing to embark in such a 
venture, and if this law is passed by the 
legislature I have no doubt thet the plan 
will go through immédiately. Such a money 
lender would reach the clase of people who 
are not benefited by the State Pawners’ as- 
sociation. 


State Pawrérs Loan on Jewelry. 

“ The pawners’ reach nobody but those who 
own luxuries, such as watches, diamonds, 
and such valuables: A man with only his 
salary or household goode as sécurity now 
has nobody to seek a loan from. but loan 
sharks. In order to carry on a business 
which will reach these people we will need 
probably $250,000, but I have no Goubt that 
that sum can be raised for the purpose.”

If it were given to Tue Trisuner to 
impress upon the American electorate one 
thought to govern it in its gravest polit- 
ical duty, the choice of the chief mag- 
istrate of the nation, that thought would 
be expressed in the phrase which heads 
this editorial. 

The mighty task of government! 

Happily this is a task that is divided. 
Happily, as we Americans believe, it is 
a task shared by every citizen, from the 
highest to the most obscure. But ‘upon 
the shoulders of the man who is chosen 
president rests the burden of a great and 
special responsibility. Sometimes we get 
a glimpse of what this burden has meant 
to the greatest who have carried it, but 
for the most part we fail to realize it is 
more than a great prize, a great power, 
a great triumph. 

In the present campaign, the wisdom of 
the choice to be made depends, perhaps, 


ception of the presidency. as a mighty 
task, a task which must tax the moral 
‘strength and intellectual power of an un- 
usual man to the uttermost, calling for 
the firm hand of the great administrator 
and the clear eye of the statesman. It 
is in the growing realization of these im- 
portant elements of choice that Mr. 
Taft's strength finds its latter swift 
growth. The American people are con- 
ing to their slow but surefooted conclu-

These, speaking broadly? but not, 
believe, vaguely, are the major concerns 
of the next administration, and it is con- 
sidering each candidate and each party 
with respect'to them that the citizen 
must decide into whose hands he wills to 
place the mighty task of government.

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MPEROR WILLIAM has not only com- 
pletely dispelled the former prejudice 
of Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
against the court of Berlin but has 
tnanaged to convert him into a warm 
friend and supporter, a fact not generally 
known but which it is nevertheless important 


‘to bear in mind in order to‘understand the. 
| present situation in Europe. 


The archduke is extremely sensitive about 
his morganatic wife, Princess Hohenberg, 


whom many of the royal and imperial vis- 


itors to the court of Austria more or less ig- 
nore. Thus the king and queen of Spain have 
taken little or no notice of the princess dur- 
ing their recent stay at Vienna, doubtless 
influenced in the matter by the king’s uncle 
and aunt, Archduke and Archduchess Fred- 
erick, who have always been bitterly opposed 
to her. 

The members of the reigning house of Rus- 
sia who have been at Vienna in recent years 
have manifested a similar indifference to- 
wards the princess, and the same may be 
said of the English royalties, even of King 
Edward, who, it is true, has always preferrec 
Archduke Frederick to the present Austrian 
heir apparent. 

‘Emperor William, on the other hand, has 
gone out of his way to be particularly civil 
to the princess. When the crown prince made 
his first state visit to the court of Vienna he, 
by direction of his father, paid especial 
honor to the princess, treating her with as 
much deference as if she had been the full 
fledged consort instead of the morganatic 
wife of the Austrian heir apparent, anc 
when the kaiser was at Vienna late last 
spring, with most of the sovereigns of the 
German empire, for the purpose of conveying 
their congratulations in a body to the vener- 
able Emperor Francis Joseph on the occasion 
of the diamond jubilee of the latter's reign, 
William and Express Augusta Victoria in- 
sisted that the princess should be included 
among the members of the Austrian imperial 
family at ali the festivities organized in 
honor of the illustrious visitors, both taking 
pains to bestow upon her the most marked 
attention, their example being followed in 
the matter by the other German sovereigns. 

‘ -~e- 

Of course this tended to still further 
strengthen the position of the princess at the 
court of Vienna, and the archduke is keenly 
appreciative. In fact, he has become a close 
friend of Emperor William, evidence of the 
intimacy of their relations being furnished 
at the recent grand maneuvers of the Ger- 
man army in Alsace-Lorraine, where he was 
the kaiser’s guest, while Willlam Is to stay 
with him early next month at his place at 
Eckartsau, on the Danube, famous through- 
out Europe for ite magnificent game pre- 
serves. 

Among the game which abounds there is 
the American wild turkey, which the arch- 
duke introduced after his visit to the United 
States fifteen years ago and which has thriv- 
en to an altogether phenomenal extent. 

The preserves. have been in the possession 
of the house of Hapsburg ever since they were 
sold to Empress Maria Theresa by Princess 
Victoria of Soissons, niece and heiress of the 
famous military commander, Prince Eugene 
of Savoy, to whom they originally belonged. 
Crown Prince Rudolph delighted in them as 
long as he lived, and after his death they 
were taken over by Francis Ferdinand, the 
present heir apparent. 

The preparations which the archduke is 
making for the stay of the kaiser at Eckart- 
sau, especially in connection with the fur- 
nishing and the consideration of his various 
hobbies and idiosyncrasies, lead to the im- 
pression that the visit will be repeated an- 
nually and that the friendship between Fran- 
cis Ferdinand and William will be still fur- 
ther developed. 

It is a friendship which is ali important at 
the present moment, and plays a weighty 
role in the international crisis that Is now 
absorbing popular attention. For it is gen- 
erally admitted now that the crisis was pre- 
cipitated by Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
who is responsible for Austria’s annexation 
of Herzegovina and Bosnia at this juncture, 
while the hearty support which Germany is 
giving to Austria in the affair enables her to 
present a particularly bold and stubborn 
front to the remaining great powers of Eu- 
rope. 

~~ 

Strictly speaking, President Roosevelt 
should have undertaken the duties of sponsor 
at the christening of the little son born last 
week to the Belgian minister plenipotentiary 
at Washington and to the American born 
Baroness Moncheur. For among the many 
traditional prerogatives dating back 200 or 
300 years, some of them written and others 
unwritten, that are enjoyed by ambassadors 
and ministers is that the ruler to whose court 
or government they ere accredited should 
assume the duties of godfather of any child 
born to them during their mission. 

Of course, this rule applies more particu- 
larly to monarchical courts, and I do not 
know how far it could be enforced in the case 
of a republic. 

In France, which is the only country that 
might furnish a precedent, the ambassadors 
and envoys are ali elderly men, near the end 
of their diplomatic careers, and their wives, 
as a rule, are equally mature. No occasion 
has as yet arisen for a demand upon Presi- 
dent Fallieres or any of his predecessors in 
office at the Elysée to assume the religious 
responsibilities of a sponsor at a christening. 

The fact that President Roosevelt belongs” 
to a different religious denomination to Baron 
Moncheur should constitute noobstacle. For 
in Europe we find frequently Protestant sov- 
erelens acting as godfathers to Roman Cath- 
Olic infants and Catholic potentates fulfilling 
the same office towards tiny Anglicans and 
Lutherans, Emperor Francis Joseph, for !n- 
stance, being the godfather of the German 
crown prince.

Lord Ashburton, who is due in New York 
this week with his wife on board the Lusit- 
tania, is making his first visit to this country 
since his second marriage, to Blanche Don- 
nelly, who, under the stage name of Frances 
Belmont. was one of the original Florodora 
sextet in 1901, having made her début in 
drama as a scrubwoman in A. H. Chamber- 
Iyn’s “ My Lady.” 

The first Lord Ashburton, great-grand- 
father of the present peer, may be said to 
have been the real founder of the fortunes of 
the great house of Baring, and certainly was 
the first Englishman of note to wed an: 
American hetress, namely, the eldest daugh- 
ter of United States Senator William Bing- 
bam of Philadelphia, whose dowry, est!- 
mated at some $10,000,000, was invested in 
the house of Baring, in Bishopsgate street, 
London, and enabled it to branch out on a 
huge scale. In fact, it was thanks to this 
that the house of Baring was able some fif- 
teen or sixteen years later to loan 40,000,000 
francs to the French government forthe war 
indemnities at the time when France was oc- 
cupied by the allied armies in 1815. 

It is with reference to this enterprise that 
one of Napoleon’s marshals is said to have 
remarked that there were “ six great powers 
in Europe, namely, England, France, Rusg- 
sia, Austria, Prussia, and Baring Bros.”

This lord Ashburton was by reason of his 
American affiliations frequently selected by 
the English government to represent it in ne- 
gotiations. with the United States, and con- 
eluded at Washington, in 1842, during the 
presidency of John Tyler, the famous Ash- 
burton treaty, which may be regarded as tive 
basis of all subsequent agreements and un- 
derstandings between this country and Great 
Britain. 

Besides being a great financier, a statesman 
of international fame, and a diplomat of rare 
skill, Lord Ashburton was a wonderful! art 
connoisseur. But his celebrated collection of 
paintings was sold two or three years ago 
to the Agnews in London by the present Lord 
Ashburton for about $3,000,000. 

The present Lord Ashburton's first wife 
was Miss Mabe! Hood, daughter. of Lord and 
Lady Hood, who died leaving a boy, now 10 
years cf age, and four daughters, the eldest 
of wi.om, the Hon. Venetia Baring, made her 
début last season. Lord Ashburton is now. 
thanks to the sale of his ancestral collection, 
well off, but was not so ten and fifteen years 
ago, having no connection with the Baring 
banking house.

Getting Rid of Wrinkles. 

The majority of women are more dis- 
mayed at the sight of wrinkles than about 
any other phyeical defect, because asa rule 
wrinkles mean approaching age. The fore- 
head and about the mouth are where the 
wrinkles become the deepest. For the most 
part wrinkles on the forehead are caused by 
the sad and bad habit of scowling whenever 
absorbed in anything. You must break your- 
self of the habit of scowling if you wish to 
get ri@ of the wrinkles, for cosmetics can 
Go hardly any good alone. An excellent way 
to remove wrinkles is by the use of astrin- 
gents, boracic acid added to a simple oint- 
ment, & teaspoonful to an ounce, is a good 
preparation. Put the grease on along the 
lines of the wrinkles, rubbing across them, 
of course, and seeing that the grease |s ap- 
plied to the deepest part of them. Another 
good way to use boracic acid is to add it to 
glycerin, a level teaspoonful to an cunce of 
glycerin. Paint the wrinkles with a camel’s 
hair brush or a swab of cotton.

Circles About the Eves. 


Many people, brunettes especially, are 
troubled with dark circles under the eyes 
Generally these circles occur as the result 
of. overfatigue or some internal disorder. 
Those who are troubled in this way should 
avoid excesses of ali kinds. Often the liver 
is at fault. A dose of rochelle salts or Carls 
bad salts, a teaspoonful in @ glass of water 
before breakfast, will be beneficial to the 
generai health, besides doing away with the 
dark circles. 

Massage will give tone to the skin. Slight- 
ly smooth the skin, while exerting gentle 
pressure with the forefinger and middle 
finger of each hand applied to the corre- 
sponding eye. Also rub with a circular move- 
ment the wrinkles and crows’ feet that come 
at the corner of the eyes. A few of these 
movements night and morning, when the 
face is being washed, will greatly help such 
conditions.

BAKED APPLE TAPIOCA—One-half cup 
granulated tapioca, one quart boiling water 
cooked in a double boiler about fifteen min- 
ules, Add one cup of sugar, one tablespoon 
butter, little grated nutmeg; butter an earth- 
é€n pudding dish; pare, core, and quarter six 
or eight tart apples; put in dish; pour the 
cooked tapioca over them and bake in oven 
until the apples can be pierced with a straw; 
when cool eat with sugar and cream.

NEAPOLITAN PUDDING—Soak one-half 
box of gelatin in one cup cold water one hour. 
Bring to a boil three cups of milk and dis- 
soive in it the softened gelatin and three- 
fcurths cup of sugar; add one cup cream or 
one small can cream; divide in three equal 
portions; favor with one-half teaspoon vanil- 
la and color with melted chocolate. The sec- 
ond flavor with one-half teaspoon orange and 
color with beaten yolk of egg; leave the'third 
part white and flavor with one-half teaspoon 
lemon; first put white in mold, when partly 
set add orange, then chocolate. Delicious 
served with whipped cream.

CLUB WOMEN DECLARE WAR 


ON TUBERCULOSIS IN STATE. 


Pian Is to Disseminate Knowledge of 
How to Prevent Spread of Disease 
and Not to Seek New Legislation. 


Pians for the vigorous prosecution of an 
anti-tuberculosis campaign throughout the 
state were announced yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the Chicago Woman's club. Ip the 
absence of the chairman of the tuberculosis 
committee its report was presented by Mrs. 
John O'Connor, who said in part: 

“A bill was prepared some time ago pro- 
viding for a general improvement of sani- 
tary conditions in the country and for the 
education of the people in tuberculosis pre- 
vention. That bill, as you know, was pre- 
sented to congress—and lost. It never came 
up for a hearing. Our plans now are not to 
occupy ourselves with legislation for the 
present, but to work directly along the line 
of disseminating knowledge.” 

The meeting, which was a business ses- 
siom, was devoted chiefly to reports from 
delegates to the bienndal meeting of the gen- 
eral federation at Boston last June, The va-

Both Journals of Industry See Im- 
provement, with Brighter Fore- 
cast for the Future. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 28.—The Iron Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: 

“Heavy estructura! business is pending 
and probably 150,000 tons will be let in the 
early future. Steady export trade continues, 
a feature being the corporations’ heavy sales 
of wire products for Canada last week. The 
lake season is closing with an unusua: num- 
ber of disasters.
